1. LOCAL PRESS IN LAST TWO DAYS HAS GIVEN GOOD COVERAGE 

TO NIXON - BREZHNEV MEETINGS, STRESSING THAT WORLD' S TWO GREAT 
POWERS HAVE MOVED FROM CONFRONTATION TO DETENTE AND ARE NOW
